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November snowfall breaks two records

Snow shovels and snow plows were 
working overtime during November 
when the area received four times the 
nosmal average snowfall, according 
to the National Weather Service in 
Houghton Lake. 

In November, the weather service 
office recorded arecord 41.7 inches of 
snow. The normal amount of snow for 
the month of November, based on a 
30-year average, is 9.4 inches. The 
44.7 inches of snowfall broke two 
records. This November had more 
snow than any November recorded 
since November, 1923, when 33 inches 
of snow was recorded. The second 
record broken was set in 1940), for the 
most snow in any month during any 
winter, 

The records kept at the Houghton 
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Lake Navona! Weather Service, date 
back to 1911. 

Dennis Fruehauf of the National 
Weather Service said, “T view this 
with a grain of salt. [t's all relauve.” 
While 41.7 inches of snowfall is un- 
usual for this area, people in Indian 
River would probably think nothing 
of it. 

The month with the highest amount 
of snowfall, based on a 30-year aver- 
age, is January with an average of 19,3 
inches, said Fruchauf. Decemberruns 
a close second with an average of 16.4 
inches, 

“I'd be hesitant to say it’s going Lo 
remain a heavy winter. Things will 
tend to balance out by January,” he 
said. Fruchauf doesn’t rule out the 
possibility cither. Predicting snowfall 
isn’t very accurate after five days, he 
said, because, the predicuons are based

Tradiuonally, Crawford County and 
the surrounding area receives Most of 
its snowfall dunng the Latter part ot 
December and the first two weeks of 
January, After that, the cold air comes 
in-and the Likes freeze causing less 
precupilation to be in the air, resulting 
in less snowfall, said Fruchauf, 

For those peaple whoare shoveling 
and plowing the record anount of 
while stuff, Fruchauf suggests you look 
atthe bright side. One of the strongest 
snowbelts is Jocated just east of the 
eastern end of Lake Ontario, where 
some arcas have recorded 455 inches 
of snow in just one month. 

Fruchauf visited the area while in 
the Air Force. He recalls thacall of the

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Local businesses 


nabbed for selling 


alcohol to minors

Several local establishments were 
upped-off to an alcohol stung being 
conducted by the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department, the Liquor Con- 
uol Commission and §.T.ILN.G. de- 
tecuves, according to Crawford 
County Shenff Detective Richard 
Meyer. 

The alcohol sting was conducted 
because of the underage dnnking prob- 
lem in the county, sad Meyer. A 
number of high school-aged juveniles 
have been amested for drunk driving 
am] have been in alcohol-related acct 
dents, he said. In the past, underage 
drinking has resulted in injunes and 
even death im the county. 

“When we started it(the sung), one 
of the bars figured out what we were 
doing and started calling other bars 
amd informing them,” said Meyer, 

He suid the whole intent ol the sung 
is to end underage selling. [tas not 
intended to hurta business, We would 
be happy if we did a sting and didn’t 
have any sales, Meyer said. 

Atotlof 24 stores and tiquor estab- 
lishments were entered by detectives 
amd minor decoys. Halfway through 
the sting, establishments were aware 
of the sung and knew what was hap- 
pening when the decoy entered the 
establishment, said Meyer, 

The sung is meant to catch bust- 
nesses who afe not taking the steps 
that the y should in ensuring alcohol ts 
not sold to minors. By informing 


other businesses of the sting, they are 
not helping anybody, said Meyer. 

Technically, a business notifying 
the other establishments about the sting 
could face charges of obstructing jus- 
lice, according to Meyer. 

At the very least, the business is 
showing poor judgment, said Meyer. 
The bar believed to have made the 
calls, denied doing so. The owner 
stated bars were calling him to tell him 
about the sung. 

For the sting, the minors used can- 
not be mistaken for someone over 21, 
said Meyer, 

“Everybody we use looks very 
young,” said Meyer. The minor uses 
his or her own drivers license. If 
asked, the minor will truthfully re- 
spond that he or she 1s under 21 years 
of age. The minor's drivers license 
has “Under 21” printed above the 
minor's photo. 

Four local businesses were cited 
for Liquor Control Commission vio- 
lations for selling Iquor to minors. 
The business establishments were 
Rochette’sIGA, Larry & Joan's Place, 
Chief Shoppenagons, all of Grayling 
and North End Grocery of Frederic. 

This is the second ume Rochette’s 
IGA has been cited for selling liquor 
to minors. Rocheuc's was also cited 
in the lust alcoho! sting, said Meyer. 

Fiest ume offenders are cited by the 
Liquor Control Commission. Second 
ume offenders receive a citation from 
the Liquor Control Commission and 
receive a criminal citation, 


Missing hunter found 


after 5 hours

Local hunter, Mike McNamara, was 
found in good condibon after falling 
into a creck while Gacking a deer on 
Wednesday, Nov. 29, in the area of 
North Down River Road and Wakeley 
Bridge Road in Grayling Township. 

The 4)-year-old McNamara was 
located after a S-hour search by 
Crawford County Sheriff deputies, the 
Department of Natural Resources, 
showmobile rescue volunteers and a 
Nauonal Guard helicopter. 

"Tt wasn't that £ was Jost” said 
McNamara, After I fellintothe creek, 
[ was too tired and too cold to getout.” 

McNamara’s father, Larry, reported 
him mussing at 9:30 p.m. McNamara 
was located at approximately 2 a.m, 

McNamara began tracking the deer 
at 2:30 p.m. He saw the deer lying 
nexttoa frozencreek. The deer jumped 
up, landing in the middle of the ice, 
and ran into the woods. The buck 
didn’t break the ice when it landed, so 
McNamara thought he would be able 
locross the 6-foot- wide creek. The ice 


of searching 


broke and McNamara was completely 
soaked. 

At dark, McNamara took a compass 
reading. Tured and cold, he was afraid 
to attempt the waist-high snow. He 
dug a hole, under a ree and waited for 
help to arrive. 

“T still thought everything was all 
right,” said McNamara. He gathered 
moss and twigs to start a fire. He had 
a lighter to start the fire, but the lighter 
must have frozen, because when he 
flicked it, it broke. 

McNamara was unable to fire any 
distress signals because his gun also 
froze when he fell into the water, 

After a foot search by rescue teams, 
McNamara was located and led to a 
clearing by the National Guard heli- 
copter. He was then transported on a 
snowmobile to a waiting Northflight 
ambulance. 

McNamara was taken to Grayling 
Mercy Hospital where he was treated 
for exposure. McNamara was re- 
leased after several hours. He re- 
tumed to work at Mac's Drugs later 
that afternoon, 


Courthouse employees say they'll file

A planned power outage at the 
Crawford County Counhouse, thatsent 
workers home on the aftemoon of 
Wednesday, Nov. 29, has some 
employees claiming unfair treatment. 

The power outage was nccessitated 
by clecurical work at the new county 
jail complex. The controversy arose 
when the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners voted to give the non- 
salaried employees a 4-hour, unpaid 
layoff. 

The board action was Laken at ils 
regularly scheduled Tuesday, Nov. 28 
meeting. The vote was 5-1, with 
Commissioner Robert Smock Jr. 
voting against the motion, 

Employees arc apparcnily upset 
because they say the power could have 
been shut off later in the day, just as it 
was done in November in a similar 
instance. 


According to one employee who 
said she feared retribution from the 
board of commissioners if her name 
was published, “We're not choosing 
not to work. The commissioners are 
mad at our union because we filed a 
grievance about six weeks ago, which 
will end up going to arbitration.” 

The employee said, “At that ume 
we were told by a department head, ‘If 
the union files any more grievances, 
it's really going to tick the 
commissioners off.’ They’ ve decided 
toncedle us ever since. We're filing a 
grievance,” 

Adifferentcemployce said the issuc 
is not that they were given the aftenoon 
off, but how it was donc on such short 
nolice with no attempt tocompromise. 

“Tt would not have happened this 
way with previous boards,” she said. 

Courthouse employees are 


members of the American Federation 
of State and County Municipal 


union grievance over afternoon layoff 


Employces (AFSCME). Those 
employees working directly for the 
courts, are employed by their judges, 
All others are employed by the board 
of commissioners. 

Commenting on the issue, 
Commission Chairman Dennis Long 
said, “The union has taken such a 
strong stance lately, we’ ve been forced 
to go strictly by the contract. We 
would have liked to let the employces 
make the time up, but we can’t change 
their working hours. The only thing 
we could do is lay them off, and we 
notified them within an appropriate 
time period.” 

Long said the strict adherence to 
the union contract is the result of a 
class action grievance brought by the 
union after the commission allowed 
an cmployec to use sick days before 
they were accumulated. 

“That decision wasn’t inconsistent

Road commission 
explains mailbox policy 


Road commission trucks must 
maintain speed to move snow and ice 
from the travel portion of the roads. 
When a mailbox or post is in the road 
rights-of-way, the weight and velocity 
of the material being moved is the 
culpritin damaging boxes. Rarely docs 
aroad commission truck actually make 
contact with a box or post. When it 
does, there is usually evidence of that 
through paint or chips. 

Whether damage is done by road 
commission trucks, directly or 
indirectly, complaints tend to come to 
the road commission, even when 
private contractors have actually done 
the work ata given location, 

The best thing people can do to 
avoid box damage, is to make sure the 
post and box are secure and installed 


inaccordance with postal regulations, 
which cach postmaster can make 
availabic. Installing, maintaining and 
replacing mailboxes are the 
responsibility of the property owner, 
not the road commission. Rotten, weak 
or inadequate posts, and duct-taped 
boxcs are not likely to survive the 
winter, 

Last year, the road commission 
supplied 20 standard mailboxes in 
response to specific requests, and will 
continue to make available a very 
limited number of boxes, for those 
few insiances when an accident 
involving a road commission tuck 
does occur. 

Each legitimate complaint is 
investigated and replacements are 
made on a case-by-case basis.

VIEWPOINT 


By James Briney, Managing Director of 
The Road Commission For Crawford County 


As television news reported the 
evening of the first storm this winter, 
“The Road Commission For Crawford 
County has all 17 trucks converted for 
winter maintenance and ready to go. 
I’m impressed”, the news anchor 
commented. It's a good thing the 
equipment, materials and people were 
prepared and available. Winter has 
come earlier and harder, than in recent 
ycars. 

While most citizens, by far, valuc 
and appreciate the experience and 
dedication of the mechanics, truck 
drivers and heavy equipment 
operators, who maintain the road 
system, it is important from ume to 
lime to present the facts regarding the 
Job they do. Having a rational 
perspective on the tasks at hand for 
road commissions can prevent the 
perception of the moment, inthe midst 
of extraordinary back-to-back storms, 
from obliterating the reality of all that 
is accomplished day in and day out, 

Your Road Commission crews have 
been on the job sooner and longer, 
using better equipment and more 
materials, keeping the pnmary road 
system and most of the local roads 
open to travel, under conditions 
considered to be overwhelming. 
Winter road maintenance, including 
snow and ice control under normal 
circumstances, is a significant feat. In 
light of funding cuts, providing such 
service is worth noung. While other 
road Commissions are struggling to 
maintain basic services; going to 32 
hour work weeks and not authorizing 
overume of replacement of worn out 
equipment, The Road Commission For 
Crawford County is in relatively good 
shape. 

The reason we are able to sustain 
our efforts at this me 1s because our 
focus is on maintaining the roads and 
bridges we have, while rebuilding 
some roads and bndges, when federal, 
stale, local and private partners 
parucipatc to pay the actual costs of 
specific and qualified projects. Within 
balanced budgets for 1994, 1995 and 
1996, our Road Commission conunues 
to provide improved maintenance 
service year around. The crews are 
working SOhour weeks, plus overtime, 
and the equipment is the best 1 has 
ever been, and more appropriate to the 
tasks. Additional capitol expenditures 
for equipment and projects have been 
approved for the future. 

Although The Road Commission 
For Crawford County is committed to 
provide basic services, as published in 
the September 21, 1995 ediuion of the 
Avalanche, the funding for all road 
commissions has been severely 
restricted for over ten years. The reason 
we and others are not doing more 1s 
painfully clear. Real trucks, real 
materials and real people within real 
lume, cost real money. No matter what 
you pay for gasoline at the pump, only 
15¢ pergallon goes to Michigan roads. 
Had the funding for roads kept pace 
with actual costs, and demand for 
service, over the past eleven years, the 
gasoline tax would be closer to 34¢ 
per gallon. We receive no money from 
the property tax. 

The Road Commission For 
Crawford County is determined to 
work with what we have and to do the 
best job we can. The crews have been 
on the job weekends and on overtime, 


keeping up with the tremendous | 


snowfall. We are organized to move 
equipmentat 6 a.m., and have kept the 
170 mile primary road system and 103 
mile state system, and many of the 
local roads open. There are umes when 
itmay seem like the Road Commission 
has not been on your particular road at 
all, or yet, but each complaint in that 
regard usually results ina different set 
of facts. In most instances our crews 
have opencd up a road, in the moming 
or afternoon, only to have additional 
accumulations, up to eight inches, 
cover the road up again. 

What many do not realize, is that il 
takes four passes to open and widen 
the travel portion ofa particular stretch 
of road, That translates to 400 miles of 
work for an individual cquipment 
operator, for every 100 miles cleared, 
Multiply those numbers by 529 miles 
of local roads, 170 of primary roads 
and 103 miles of state trunklines and 
you get the idea. In ongoing storms, 
the primary road system must be 
plowed again, before the same 
equipmentand drivers can devote time 
to the local roads. 

Onc advantage to living in our 
county is that most every resident 
knows at least one person associated 
with the Road Commission. You have 
an opportunity to notice that real 


people; your neighbors, friends and 
relatives, are working as many as 17- 
hours straight, under very difficultand 
stressful conditions, tomake it possible 
for you to function as normally as 
possible. With rare exception, you are 
able to keep your work, school and 
other commitments, when nature and 
limited funding would dictate 
otherwise. 

itis not news to us when people call 
to report that snow hus accumulated 
on their particular road. We have 24 
hour, 7 day a week coverage, with our 
slate crews. They have the 
responsibility and the authority to call 
in for help. They respond to accidents, 
coordinate with law enforcement 
agencies and monitor weather reports 
throughout the night. Our state and 
county foremen are lifelong residents 
of Crawford County. They know where 
every road is and even what it used to 
be called. They, and every one of the 
33 Road Commission employces are 
on the job throughout the year, in all 
SCasONS. 

While occasional callers may be 
upset, lis no more useful to express 
anger over Northem Michigan snow 
condtuons, of to verbally abuse the 
Road Commission employee on the 
other end, than itis fora Californian to 
shake their fist at an earthquake, or 
thumb their nose ata flood. Neither is 
wt useful to call 9EE to repon non- 
emergency conditions. In fact, such 
calls can be a dangerous distraction. 

Having said all this, there are still 
more calls and letters indicating 
appreciation for the yob that 1s being 
done. Last week a woman Ieft a 
message to thank a Road Commission 
truck driver she did not know. She 
credited him with saving her life and 
acknowledged that she ‘‘should not 
have been out” in her vehicle at the 
height of the storm. There are umes 
for all of us, no matter what the Road 
Commission is able to do, when it ts 
best lo stay off the roads. 

Neat ume you wonder where our 
trucks could possibly be, since they 
have not done your particular road yet, 
of to your sausfacuon atthe moment, 
please realize that your neaghbor, your 
frend, or your relative, is on their 
plow route and will get to your location 
as soon as possible.

The amount the parent will receive 
is equal to 82.5 percent of what the 
worker would have received in Social 
Security benefits. Hf both parents are 
entitled to benefits, the amount is 75 
percent each. However, the amount is 
subjecttoa family maximum and may 
be less if the worker also has children 
or other dependents who qualify for 
benefits. 

The benefit can be paid not only to 
ological parents, but to adopted 
parents and stepparents as well, if the 
child was adopted or became a 
stepchild before age 16.

Owners and operators of petroleum 
underground storage tanks could see 
some financial relief from sult 
congressional mandates, under a 
resolution sponsored by state Senators 
Loren Bennett, R-Canton Township, 
and George McManus, R-Traverse 
City. 

Leaking underground storage links 
have long been a problem for 
Michigan, and the rest of the Country, 
as we all nced petroleum at our local 
gas stations, yet leaking petroleum 
can sometimes end up in groundwater 
supplies. Owners and operators of such 
tanks are therefore, required by 
Congress, to have some type of 
financial assistance, tO guarantee 
promptandeffective clean-ups of such 
spills. The high cost of the financial 
assurance required by Congress, 
however, is driving some companies

Bennelt stated, “by establishing 
mnore reasonable financial assurance 
requirements, we could sull protect 
the cuvironment and groundwater 
supphes, while at the same ume 
allowing these business owners Lo do 
them yobs and provide for the 
consumers they serve. A change in 
Uus requirement could have a very 
positive impact on local economies, 
however, if the requirement remains 
as unreasonable as itis, he long-term 
mnpact could be devastaung.” 

Senate Resaluuon No, 207, and 
Senate Concurrent Resolution No, 255, 
“memonalize the Congress of the 
United States to review and revise 
federal requirements for financial 
assurance for owners and operators of 
underground petroleum storage tanks,” 
Upon adoption of the resoluuons by 
the state Legislature, they will be send 
to Congress, the Presidentofthe United 
States, the Speaker of the U.S. House 
of Representatives and the Michigan 
congressional delegation. 


“The distrtet] represent is arguably 
the most beautiful area in the state, and 
] believe very strongly in protecting 
the natural resources that make this 
region one of the nation’s top tourist 
attractions,” McManus said, “But 
Congress doesn't realize that in rural 
areas where towns and even residents 
are vastly sepanatcd, these convenience 
store-gas stations are the only source 
of fuel and other necessary items for 
miles.

Crawford County has one of the 
most complete trail systems in the 
state, and now it has been improved. 

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) funded a 
program to expand the state-sponsored 
trails that already exist in Crawford 
County, by TT miles. The DNR’s grant 
let the Greater Grayling Snowmobile 
Associavion connect two other major 
trails. 


That will make it better for 
snowmobilers because now they can 
stay off the roads, said Ed Holtcamp, 
Greater Grayling Snowmobile 
Association vice president and trail 
chairman. 

It will make itmuch more convenient 
for snowmobilers to stay on the trails 
but, more importantly, safer for them, 
he said. 

The Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce, the Greater Grayling 
Snowmobile Association and the 
Grayling Arca Visitor's Council also 
supported the expansion of the trails. 
Their funding expanded the trails and 
additional seven miles. 

The new trail starts on the north end 
of Grayling, near the Interstate 
Highway 75 Business Loop, and goes 
to Frederic. 

Four major trail systems already 
existed that allowed for long or short- 


distance tnps. 

Onc of the longest trails in the state 
connects Grayling with Lovells, 
Lewiston, Red Oak and Frederic. 
Another leads from Grayling, to 
connect with the Blue Bear Trail and 
Kalkaska County to the west. 

Holtcamp said there is little doubt 
that the new trails will bring in more 
tourists. He and many others hope the 
weather also will keep them coming. 

Last year, the city found out how 
important the weather was because 
the snow was not there. Only two 
really good weekends let the 
snowmobilers get on the trails, Meyer 
said. 

“Winter is very important to us,” he 
said. “We think we're as good as the 
U.P. when ilcomes to snowmobiling.” 

The new trails and carly weather 
could make up for last year, and give 
Grayling amore compettive edge with

Question: Our family tikes to fix 
large batches of soup and chiliahead 
of time to serve our hungry hunters 
during deer season. Could there be 


Answer: We are now at that time of 
the year when numerous family 
gatherings, chili suppers and bazaars 
are taking place. This also means that 
we are fast approaching the possibility 
of bacteria growing in large containers 
of food causing food-bomce illness. 

Because of the chilly weather, many 
cooks plan on serving soups, chili and 
stews to their shivering guests, Some 
are prepared in advance for later re- 
heating. This requires adcquate 
knowledge on the part of the food 
handler, who must cook, cool and re- 
heat large quantitics of food in a safe 
manner. 

If soups, chilies, sloppy joes, etc. 
are cooked before hand, they must be 
cooled atsuch arate thatall proportions 
of the mixture drop to 45 degrees 
Fahrenheit in four hours or fess. 
Inadequate cooling of large quantitics 


of food is onc of the main causes of 
food-borne illness in this country. 

There are two ways to cool a large 
quantity of food safely: 

*First, the food can be re-distributed 
into shallow containers toa depth of 4 
inches or less and refrigerated until 
cold. Shallow containers arc especially 
important if the food is too thick to stir 
while cooling down, 

*A second method is to place the 
food container in a large sink filled 
with ice to the level of the food. Water 
is added to the ice and the food ts 
stirred frequently to equalize the 
cooling process. As icc melts, more 
ice is added. The temperature of the 
food ischecked frequently so that food 
can be placed in shallow containers if 
not cooling fast enough. When the 
temperature is reduced to 45 degrees 
Fahrenheit within the 4-hour limit, the 
food is transferred to the refrigerator 
unul ready to heat and serve. 

Although these methods seem like 
time-consuming nutsances, they are 
important and necessary. Other food- 
preparation safety ps may be obtained 
by calling the food sanitarians at the 
environmental health offices of the 
health department, Their advice ts 
especially important ifanorganizauon 
you belong to is planning a bazaar or 
hunter’s supper that is open to the 
public. Then you should inquire about 
applying fora temporary food-service 
license 1f you are organizing such an 
event.

You don't want to make this breakthrough 


This type of breakthrough is refer- 
ring to breaking through the ice on a 
lake which has not completely frozen 
— an occurrence that happens all io 
often when people are unaware of ice 
conditions. 

When temperatures do get cold 
cnough for the water to freeze, winter 
sports enthusiasts should always check 
before venturing out onto the tce. Ice 
can form in several different condi- 
tions, and some are morc perilous than 
others, 

CLEAR ICEis the strongest, formed 
by along hard freeze, and can vary in 
color from green, blue and black de- 
pending on the water color bencath the 
icc, Frazil ice is usually the first type 
to form when temperatures drop, and 
is made up of disk-shaped crystals 
which form a thin film, eventually 
forming a solid sheet of ice. 

Snow ice is milky-looking and was 
formed from refrozen melted snow. 
Snow ice Is low in density and porous 
amd is very weak. Layered ice is just 
that, many layers of frozen and re- 
frozen snow giving ita suped appear- 
ane, 

Fishermen, snowmobilers, ice skat- 
ers and anyone who ventures Out onto 
the ice should follow these ups. Never 
go outalone, Test the ice with a spud 
every few feet, thickness can change 
in that short of a space. 

Wear a life preserver or fMloat-coat. 
Attach a 2—-25 foot long rope to your 
waist and Jet iat drag behind you, it 
won't interfere and it’s something 
someone can grab should you fall 


through. 

The notion that ice thickness is the 
only facto determining ice strength 
should be discarded once and for all. 
Thick ice does not necessarily mean 
safe ice, 

Because ice seldom freezes at the 
same rate in the same body of water, it 
is not uniformly thick form one loca- 
tion to another. Ice can be one foot 
thick in one location, and only one 
inch thick just ten feet away, accord- 
ing to experts, 

New icc is usually stronger than old 
ice, and grows thicker and suonger 
during formation. But as ice decays, 
the many factors that can cause ice de- 
terioration are: weather, spells of 
warmer than colder temperatures can 
cause melting and refreezing, weak- 
ening the icc; underground springs, 
many Michigan lakes are spring-fed, 
and the warmer tempcratures of the 
spring water can cause the ice to 
weaken from undemeath. 

Entrances of sureams and dams also 
can cause the ice to be unstable in 
those locations. A thick blanket of 
snow can actually insulate the surface 
against freezing, Causing the ice to 
forin more slowly or even deteriorate. 

If you do break through the ice, 
there are some things you can do to 
avoid serious injury or death. First, try 
not to panic and thrash about. The air 
trapped in your clothing will help you 
float. Yell for help. 

Tum toward the direction that you 
came from, The ice is likely to be 
stronger there. Place your arms on the

“The Caring Program 1s an cxample 
of a joint public-private effort that has 
provided health-care services to 
Michigan youngsters, unul a more 
comprehensive soluuon is found ona 
national level,” said Richard E. 
Wheuner, Biyes pregudent aad chief 
executive officer,” _ 

Private conations and stale matching 
funds pay for health-care premiums of 
S372 perchild, per year, for youngsters 
enrolled in the program. The Blues 
donate administrative services,

including claims processing. Thus, all 
dollars contnbuted go to provide health 
care services for kids, 

Numerous organizations and 
individuals have raised donavons for 
the program. The Detroit- based 
Skiliman Foundation awarded $1 
muithon in grants over the last several 
years. The UAW and its president, 
Stephan Yokich, hosted several 
fundraisers generating more than 
$300,000, The Women's Canng 
Foundation, the George Perics Golf 
Tournament in Lansing, Proctor and 
Gamble, and Blues employces also 
made substanual contributions, 

The Blue Cross Blue Shield of 
Michigan Foundation offers a 
Matching program to organizations 
who donate $4,720 or more, which 
can enroll LOor more youngsters fora 
year, 

The program has no waiting list, 
although an estumated 30,000 tw 35,000 
Michigan youngsters qualify under its 
guidelines. Outreach efforns continue 
with schools, physicians, pharmacists, 
government agencies, community 
groups and the media to increase public 
awareness and locate eligible famities.

Michigan Secretary of State Candice 
S. Miller, said recently that while she 
believes states should have the right lo 
estiblish speed linuts an interstate and 
other freeways, without fear ol 


2 retmbubon by the federal government. 


she does not support a wholesale 


Pine rease in speed limits in Michigan, 


Seerclary Miller, who chairs the 
Michigan State Safety Commission. 
made her remarks following President 
Clinton's approval of the National 
Highway Desipnation Act. The new 
law abolishes federal control of speed 
limits, which were first Imposed as a 
fuel-saving measure in 1974, 

“This speaks more about states rights 
than at does about speed limits,” 
Secretary Miller explained. “Michigan 
and other states should have the right 
lo decide issues like the speed limit, 
without fear of retribution, such as 
losing some type of related federal 
funding.” 

However, Seerctary Miller noted 
that while Michigan now has the right 
lO false speed limits, it does not 
necessarily make good sense to do $0. 
| “There are areas where an increase 
In the speed limit would be acceptable, 
such as on urban freeways like 1-696 
between 1-96 and the John Lodge 
Freeway in the Detroitarea,” Secretary 
Miller explained. “However, a 
wholesale increase in speed limits 
would not be prudent, 

“The higher the travel speed, the 
greater the risk of serious injury or 
death in a crash,” Secretary Miller 
added. “Eligher speeds also reduce the 
ability of vehicic-restraint systems lo 
protect vehicle occupants.”

Pick a fresh-cut tree 
and keep it fresh 


Wanta fresh tree for Christmas? Be 
prepared to bead a tew needles 

Bending an evergreens needies ty 
one way to cheek for treshress, said 
Mel Koclling, extension forestry 
specialist al Michigan State University. 
If the needles on an alreads cul tree

When you get sour cul ee home, 
remove a b/2-tneb slice off the base of 
the trunk and immediately place the 
tree ma tree stand wath a Contain] for 
water. 

“Making a fresh cut accass: the 
bottom removes old sap and diet that 
are blocking the tree's ability to take 
up water,” Koclling exphamed, 
“Evergreens keptandoors will dose a 
lot of water through their foliage. If 
they can’t iake up water to replace 1, 
they dry out quickly, and soon pose a 
fire hazard. 

Placing your tree 
possible place, away from radiators, 
hot-air registers, hot lights, south- 
facing windows and appliances that 
give off heat will help slow the drying 
process and keep it fresh longer. 

It is nearly impossible to igaite a 
fresh tree, Koelling noted, but a dry 
evergreen will flash into flame in an 
instant. Buying a fresh tree and keeping 
it fresh as critical to preventing a 
holiday tragedy. 

Bugs in Christmas tree 
no cause for alarm 

Don’ tlook now, bul your Christmas 
tree may be bugged. 

Not with electronic surveillance 
equipment, but with multilegged 
creatures, insects and spiders, 
primarily, 

And why not? Christmas tees are 
grown outdoors.

Expired medications can be dangerous

Having a drawer or medicine 
cabinet full of expired medications 
can be just as detrimental to your 
health as being given the wrong 
prescription, pharmacists warn. 

“Expiration dates have been 
determined through research,” said 
Andrew Hulce, a pharmacist at 
Family Fare Pharmacy in Holland. 

If you are a person who stops 
taking a medication when your 
problem goes away, that is when 
you should get rid of it, said Larry 
Wagenknecht, chief executive 
officer of the Michigan Pharmacists 
Association, and a pharmacist.

Wagenknecht suggests flushing 
the medications down the toilet, 
especially if it’s a controlled 
substance. 

“First they (drugs) lose their 
potency and then they may break 
down into other chemicals,” Hulce 
cautioned, 

Wagenknecht listed tetracycline 
as an extremely harmful drug if 
taken after its expiration date. 

“When used beyond its time, it 
can cause permanent liver 
problems,” he said. 

Even aspirin changes into other 
chemicals after it expires. If your 
product sinells of vinegar, the aspirin 
you are taking may be more like 


acetic acid than a pain reliever, 
Hulce warned. 

“Every drug has itsown footprint 
of side effects,” Wayenknecht said. 

Aspirin is one over-the-counter 
drug known to have many serious 
side effects. Wagenknecht believes 
the drug would have trouble in its 
approval by the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration now because of the 
wide range of complications arising 
out of its use. 

“Aspirin probably would not be 
approved by the FDA if it were 
seeking approval today,” he said. 
“Ite can bring everything from 
ringing in the ears to a bleeding 
stomach,”
